•pots la thrir patient efforts to smooth 
out the akin. Most herole trea tm ent 
waa generally accessary, and tha face 
waa actually coat’d with liquid tar 
and olive oil to Iron It out. Frocklea 
and brown spots of a'l kinds were 
rubbed out with turpentine.
